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Mansfield University’s Saddle Club 
rides back after year hiatus

Saddle Club has officially put out a date for 
their first meeting since being active last in 
September of 2009.

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PASSHE receives grant to develop at least five 


new Professional Science Master degrees 
Programs designed to prepare students and workers in high-tech fields 


The Pennsylvania State System of Higher 
Education (PASSHE) has received a $50,000 
grant from the Alfred P. Sloan Foundation to 
assist in the development of at least five new 
Professional Science Master (PSM) degree 
programs to be offered by various PASSHE 
universities. 

The programs all would be designed in 


they meet workforce demand in high-tech- 


nology fields. The first five programs are ex-’ 


pected to be approved in time to enroll stu- 
dents this fall; an additional five, by Spring 
2012. 

The PSM degree combines rigorous study 
in science or mathematics with professional 
skills-based coursework in business, man- 
agement, communications, policy and other 
fields. Instead of a thesis, the PSM typically 
requires students to complete a collaborative 
research project, as well as an internship with 
an employer in the business, government or 
non-profit sectors. 

“PASSHE'’s strategic directions are de- 
signed to address the evolving needs of the 
Commonwealth and the new PSM programs, 
which will be focused on developing leaders 
in the high-technology STEM sectors cer- 
tainly will play that role,” said Dr. Jim Moran, 
vice chancellor for academic and student af- 
fairs. 

Several PASSHE universities already have 
identified areas of study in which they hope 
to develop a PSM program. They include ap- 
plied archaeology, applied computer science, 
environmental science, forensic science, GIS/ 
remote sensing, health physics, instructional 
technology, integrated scientific applications, 


materials science and nursing leadership. 

In some cases, the programs will be 
adapted from existing graduate-level offer- 
ings, while in others an entirely new program 
will be designed. In all cases, the programs 
will be developed with significant input from 
regional employers. 


“Ideally, you want to engage employers _ 
‘in the front end, to identify high-tech work- 


force needs in the region and to work with the 
universities to develop the programs,” said Dr. 
Marilyn Wells, interim assistant vice chancel- 
lor for academic and student affairs, who is as- 
sisting the universities with the PSM project. 
“Employers also can mentor PSM students, 
provide tuition assistance for employees, of- 
fer internships, become prospective employ- 
ers and serve as champions for regional and 
economic development.” 

The PSM programs “are a natural fit 
for the mission and strategic directions of 
PASSHE, “ said Dr. Lawrence Fritz, assistant 
vice president and dean of graduate studies 
at Bloomsburg University of Pennsylvania, 
who also has helped lead the PSM develop- 
ment effort. “Through combined university 
and employer involvement, PSM graduates 
are highly skilled and well prepared for the 
emerging STEM fields.” 

The Professional Science Masters degree 
was introduced a little more than a decade 
ago. There currently are more than 230 PSM 
programs offered at more than 100 colleges 
and universities in the United States. The 
Sloan Foundation through a variety of grants 
has been instrumental in the development of 
the programs, which must meet standards set 
by the Council of Graduate Schools based in 
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A PSM degree is intended to be com- 
pleted in two years or less. At least half of the 
required courses must be in the scientific field 
of study related to the program. The remain- 
ing courses can be in a variety of fields. The 
goal is to produce graduates who are equally 
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as comfortable in the science lab-as-they are in ~} ticipating in 


the board room, court room or other profes- 
sional setting. 

“The Professional Science Masters was 
designed to retain people in the math and 
sciences who are interested in non-academic 
careers. They work in virtually every field of 
science,” said Leontyne Goodwin, program 
manager for the Council of Graduate Schools.

The Mansfield University Women’s Center 
not only has a new location in room 310 
Alumni Hall, but also has a new name.

The Women’s Center used to be located in 
Pinecrest but can now be found in Alumni 
Hall on the third floor. There are five student 
workers who are on the staff and they are 
joined by 40 REACT members. 

REACT stands for Rape Educators And 
ConTacts. REACT is a 24-hour confidential 
service to women and men who may have 
experienced date rape, coerced sex, acquain- 
tance rape, sexual harassment or relationship 
violence. 

The purpose of REACT is a peer education 
group specializing in issues related to sexual 
violence and relationship violence. REACT 
members raise awareness, facilitate programs 
and serve as advocates for students who have 
been victimized. 

REACT members also work to educate the 
student body and community about sexual 
assault, gender communication, relationship 
violence and other important issues that affect 
the campus community. 

“We offer a lot of different services to stu- 


en's Center, that it is only for 

women, then they are mistaken. 
Men use the center just as much for help with 
homework, relationship problems or sexual 
violence. 

Sexual and domestic violence, abuse and 
harassment do happen to men, and men are 
not immune to their affects. Just as women 
do, Men need a safe place to turn to. 

The Women’s Center was started 20 years 
ago so that students would have a safe place 
to hang out, find comfort in talking to others, 
seek help on school work and/or talk about 
rape, sexual harassment, or relationship prob- 
lems. 

Dr. Launius helped start the Women’s 
Center. “She was the women’s center before 
there was a women’ center,” Dr. Maravene 
Loeschke said at the rededication ceremony. 
Dr. Judith Sornberger said that, in addi- 
tion to helping start the Women’s Center at 
Mansfield, Dr. Launius was a founding mem- 
ber of Women’s Study Steering Committee. 

Loeschke, professors and students spoke 
about how Dr. Launius was a role model for 
her students and colleagues. As one student 
said, remembering her time with Dr. Launius, 
“Strive to be the women you know that you 


should be.”

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Former coach Jim Keady says no to Nike

Jim Keady, founder of Team Sweat, spoke 
to students at Steadman Auditorium last 
Wednesday evening. 

The presentation titled, Behind the 
Swoosh — Sweatshops and Social Justice, was 
put on by MAC (Mansfield Activities Coun- 
cil). 

According to Teamsweat.org, Keady was 
a soccer coach for St. John’s University divi- 
sion I soccer program, while also enrolled as 
a graduate student in the-field of Theology; a 
field which would eventually lead him to the 
discovery that would change his life. 

While doing a class assignment, Keady, 
who was researching Nike factories, was 
shocked to find out about the unethical prac- 
tices conducted at the factories; from low 
wages to the mistreatment of workers. 

In an ironic twist of events, St. John’s 
University signed an endorsement deal with 
Nike for 3.5 million dollars a year at the same 
time. 

This meant all of the athletic organiza- 
tions on campus, including the soccer pro- 
gram had to wear all clothing with the Nike

logo on it. 

Upon learning that he was 
forced to wear the Nike 
logo while he was 
coaching, Keady a , 
decision to stand 
against Nike 
products and 
refuse to wear 
the logo for the 
reasons of social 
justice. 

Due to his 
continuous refusal to 
promote the universities en- 
dorsement deal with Nike, Keady 
was forced to resign. 

After his resignment, Keady chose to 
move to Indonesia and live in the slums to ex- 
perience a firsthand account of what it's like to 
work in the Nike factories and live in poverty. 

Upon this experience, Keady has made it 
his mission to educate people about the se- 
verity of this social justice issue among major 
companies across America, not only Nike. 

He eventually founded Team Sweat, an

Moore's other biggest fans our her par- 
ents, who attend every single game that the 
possibly can and are very involved with her 
basketball career. ; 

Her mother Melissa Moore is her biggest 
cheerleader, you can hear her from the bleach- 
ers over everyone else. 

Her parents along with her high school 
basketball coach were there in Bloomsburg to 
congratulate her on her great achievement.

Boxing Club Update 


The Mansfield University Boxing Club hosted a tourna- 
ment on Saturday February 26 at Decker Gymnasium. 
There were teams and fighters from West Point, the 
Coast Guard, Virginia Military Institute (VMI), Lock 
Haven University (LHU), Shippensburg, Penn State 
University, and more. 

Mansfield had five fighters in the main card round 
and three of those fighters won their respective bouts. 

Amanda Cino got things started off the right way 
with a win after a second round stoppage by the referee. 
Cino dominated early and often and was declared the 
winner in the second round. “I thought I was more 
experienced and that I had better training,” Cino said. 

Chad Kramer lost by decision in his 165 pound 
fight to Michael Rainey-Wiles from VMI. Both fought 
very well and it was a fight that could have gone either 
way. “I am an offensive fighter and he was a defensive 
fighter. It was an exciting fight,” Kramer said. 

Jimmy Heisler defeated Johnathan Booth of VMI 
by decision in the 137 weight class. 

Barnave Thanis lost by decision to Sean Zimmer- 
man of LHU in the 147 fight and Aaron Reardon gave 
Mansfield three winners with a decision-win over Don 
Koch of Shippensburg University. 

Afterwards, Coach Dennis Gardner was singing his 
praises about his fighters. 

“There were some hard-fought battles. I’m proud of the 
way they fought and represented Mansfield Univer- 
sity,’ Gardner said.

Up next is the North East regional championships 
in Maryland. If the club does well there, they could go 
to nationals. 

The boxing club is different from professional box- 
ing in that there are no “knockdowns”. Ifa fighter takes 
enough hard shots the referee will step in and adminis- 
ter an eight-second count to make sure the fighter can 
continue to fight. If he or she can, the referee will allow 
the fight to continue. If not, then the fight is stopped 
and that fighter is declared the loser. If a fighter gets 
three examinations in a round and three total for wom- 
en boxers, then the fight is called. For male boxers, four 
total examinations are needed before the fight is called. 

A fight consists of three two-minute rounds. 

Mandatory protective gear includes a padded hel- 
met, mouth guard, hand wraps and a cup for both men 
and women. 

Women can also choose to wear breast protectors 
if they choose but they are not part of the mandatory 
equipment. 

All fighters go through a physical before and af- 
ter each fight and women take a pregnancy test before 
each fight as well. Uniforms are also included with a 
different colored belt than the shorts so’ the referee can 
determine what is and what isn’t a low blow. 


Other than that, it is still boxing and proper train- 
ing, dieting and exercising are required to win a match.

Mansfield defeated Kutztown 86-74 
Wednesday February 23 to clinch 
the PSAC Eastern Division cham- 
pionship. 

The win increased Mansfield’s 
record to 10-3 in the PSAC East 
and 18-7 overall. It also meant that 
Mansfield will host a first-round 
playoff game March 1, 2011. 

The Mountaineers found 
themselves down 22-14 with 12 
minutes to go in the half, but they 
chipped away at Kutztown’s lead, 
eventually taking the lead for good 
with 6:15 to play in the half after 
going on a 9-0 run. Mansfield 
never let Kutztown get closer than 
one point for the rest of the half 
and went into the locker room up

field’s smallest lead was six points 
and it was as large as 12 points 
and the game was never in doubt. 
Mansfield shot just over 64 per- 
cent from the floor (31-55) for 
the game and went 22-35 from 
the foul line. Kutztown only shot 
42 percent from the floor (28-67), 
but went 10-16 from the foul line. 
Mansfield also out-rebounded 
Kutztown 41-35 for the game. 

Four Mountaineer players 
scored double-digit points in the 
game. Yuseff Carr led the team 
with a game-high 21 points and 
also pulled down seven rebounds. 
Derrison Anthony was right behind 
with a double-double scoring 20 
points and grabbing 10 rebounds. 
Josh Dupuy had 16 points and 
Tony Fannick scored 10 points for 
the Mountaineers. 

After the big win over Kutz- 
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town, Mansfield traveled to 
Cheyney for the regular-season fina- 
le. It was a win-and-in scenario for 
the Wolves and they came through 
76-67, handing Mansfield its eighth 
loss on the season and setting up 
a rematch on March 1, 2011 in a 


PSAC Eastern quarterfinal game. 


Due to deadline issues we are un-- 


able to report on the outcome of the 
game at this time. 

Yuseff Carr scored a double- 
double, scoring 24 points and grab- 
bing 13 rebounds. Carr was the 
lone Mountaineer to score double 
digit points. Tony Fannick was the 
closest with nine points and Kurtis 
Levere and Josh Dupuy both had 
eight points in the loss. 

Mansfield Women’s Basketball: 
Kutztown 73 Mansfield 59. 

Mansfield got off to a slow start 
against Kutztown but outscored the 
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Golden Bears by 11 points in the 
second half. Unfortunately their 
first half performance was so poor 
that their comeback effort fell short. 
Kutztown had the upper hand and 
a 30-8 lead with a little more than 
seven minutes to play in the half. 
Mansfield finally got going on of 
fense, scoring nine more points be- 
fore halftime to go into the locker 
room down 42-17. 

Mansfield opened the second 
half with a 12-7 run to come within 
20 points but that was as close as 
they could get until the final few 
minutes when they went on a 10-5 
run to close the game out with a 73- 
59 loss. The loss dropped Mansfield 
to 6-19 on the year and 1-12 in the 
PSAC East.

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The fight of Corbett’s budget cut continues 


Students gather in protest at state capital to stop sweeping cuts to PASSHE

Mansfield University Student Government 
and Association of Pennsylvania State College 
and University Faculties (APSCUF) provided 
two buses to the capitol in Harrisburg, Pa. 
Monday March 28. 

Students, who were joined by faculty, 
participated in this opportunity to support 
higher education employees and students in 
an attempt to voice concerns about Governor 
Tom Corbett’s proposed budget cuts for the 
2011-2012 fiscal year. 

The buses, which were seated on a first- 
come, first-serve basis, offered students the 
chance to speak their minds and protest 
budget cuts to education. Pennsylvania State 
Education Association (PSEA) provided 
boxed lunches for those who attended. 

Governor Corbett’s budget cuts will 
result in a $1.2 Billion funding reduction for 
education and higher education. According 
to the Pennsylvania Budget and Policy 
Center (PBPC), the budget is 3.1 % or $866 
million, less than the available 2010-11 
budget. The proposed budget decimates the 
Commonwealth's public higher education 
institutions. 

Funding for the 14 colleges that comprise 
the State System of Higher Education is cut 
by 50 percent from $465.2 million to $232.6 
million. Penn State is cut by 48 percent from 
$318.1 million to $165.1 million, while the 
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University of Pittsburgh, Temple and Lincoln 
University all sustain cuts of 50 percent. 
Community colleges fare only slightly 
better. The state budget fails to replace 
$21.5 million in American Recovery and 
Reinvestment Act (ARRA) funding and cuts 
the state appropriation by $2 million for a

others spoke to a crowd of approximately 250 
students and faculty members in response to 
this detrimental proposition. 

“These cuts will do nothing for our kids,”

“My opinion of Corbett’s budget cut 
proposal is he’s trying to turn higher education 
into an elitist institution again, catering to 
the wealthy of the state while inadvertently 
pushing the middle class further down in the 
financial hierarchy,” Madison Lo Presto, a 
student at Mansfield University, said. 

President Loeschke made comments 

on the effects of cuts to education, speaking 
plainly upset that Corbett would “jeopardize” 
the Commonwealth’s access to higher 
education. “God knows where our country 
will be if your generation does not have a 
good education,” Loeschke said. 
Kristopher Dumschat, Vice President of 
Finance for Mansfield University’s Student 
Government, encouraged everyone to write 
to their representatives. 

“This way we can keep this institution 
standing strong as it always has,’ Dumschat 
said.

Robert C. Maris, Professor and Chair of Biol- 
ogy, said. Marris is a seven plus year survivor 
of cancer. “If I could give one piece of advice 
to those suffering from cancer, it would be 
to take things one day at a time; count your 
blessings, especially the love and care of those 
around you, and never give up!” 

According to American Cancer Society 
statistics, lung cancer is the most common 
type of cancer, effecting 222,000 people each 
year. Breast cancer is the second most com- 
mon, plaguing 219,000 people a year, and 
prostate cancer comes in third place, effect- 
ing 218,000 people a year. There are about 
1.5 million new cancer cases per year in the 
U.S and about 0.5 million deaths per year. In 
a lifetime, 50% of males will get cancer and 
25% will die; 33% of females will develop 
cancer and (20%) will die. 

CAC’s campus wide Relay for Life is 
scheduled for April 8 - 9 from 6 p.m. to 6 
a.m. in Kelchner Fitness Center.

Trustees and Kelchner vow 


to make peace 
The Mansfield University Council of Trust- 
ees and President Rod Kelchner issued a 
joint statement attempting to mend their 
differences Thursday, but a comment from 
a faculty member showed bad blood still ex- 
ists between trustees and the campus com- 
munity. 

At the first trustees meeting on campus 
since the July 13 vote to not renew Kelch- 
ner’s contract, a joint press release was is- 
sued by Kelchner and Council Chairman 
Thomas ford which expressed a desire to 
put the university's interest before any dif- 
ficulties berween Kelchner and the trustees. 

“There have been differences in the 
past,” Ford said in the press release. “But 
we're both standing on the common 
ground of concern for the university. I feel 
confident that beginning immediately the 
trustees will work with the administration 
in the best interests of the university and all 
its constituents.” 

Ford did not attend Thursday's meet- 
ing because of a work commitment. 


Who decides when it’s time 


to die? 
A crowd of about 150 people turned out 
Wednesday, October 20, to debate the eth- 
ics of pulling the plug on the terminally ill 
in a forum entitled, “Who Decides When 
It's Time to Die?” 

Sally Yoder of the nursing department 
argued that people should be allowed to 
make a decision to have life support re- 
moved. Tom Costello, also of the nursing 
department, argues against her. He was rep- 
resenting doctors who take a pledge to do 
everything they can to help a person and 
prolong their life. 

Costello started the discussion by say- 
ing that, in “living will” cases, it is ultimate- 
ly lawyers-who decide when it is time to die. 
He said that these cases go to court if just 
one person challenges that decision and the 
decision can drag on for any length of time. 

He also spoke of the Hippocratic Oath 
that all doctors must take. That oath asks 
doctors to work their hardest to save pa- 
tients. Living wills ask doctors to break this 
oath, according to Costello.

I have never real- 
ized, but I must have picked up a bit of 
Dad’s accent over the years,” Annalise said. 

Although he doesn’t live at home any- 
more, Annalise also has an older brother 
Luke who’s 23. He graduated from univer- 


sity with a degree in Podiatry. 

“A couple of weeks ago he moved to the 
Central Coast of New South Wales, into a 
place across from the beach. So it looks like 
I will be visiting him instead,” she said. 

Annalise spent her freshman and soph- 
omore years studying Public Relations and 
Business at Charles Sturt University (CSU) 
in Bathurst, New South Wales. 

It’s about a three and a half hour drive 
home to Bowral, so she doesn’t go home of- 
ten. : 

But then again, she doesn’t want to. 

“The University offers some of the best 
communication courses in the state, which 
was one of the deciding factors in my uni- 
versity decision,” she said. 

Annalise loves CSU and has met some 
of her best friends there. The university is 
different from other Australian schools be- 
cause it offers on-campus living accommo- 
dations. 

“Moving out of home to go to university 
is quite a rare choice where I come from, but 
one of the best decisions I’ve ever made,” 
she said. 

Annalise got involved in the Interna- 
tional exchange program when she enrolled 
at CSU. 

“It has always been my dream to not 


only travel, but immerse myself within a 


different way of living,” she said. 

“T feel that doing exchange is such a 
different experience to simply sightseeing 
around the USA. Not only will is look good 
on my resume in the future, but it will be a 
story to tell for years on.” 


The main reason Annalise chose 
Mansfield was because of the direct part- 
nership with CSU. If she chose Mansfield 
or North Carolina University, CSU would 
offer her a scholarship to assist with the ex- 
change expenses. 

Why didn’t she choose North Carolina

imity to places like New York and Canada 
were the decided factors in my decision,” 
she said.

Australian versions of Dancing with 
the Stars, Australian Idol, So You Think 
You Can Dance, and The Price is Right are 
only a few shows that Annalise watches at 
home. 

“Our TV is dominated by American 
shows; anything from Oprah to the Jersey 
Shore is shown,” she said. 

American music is popular in Australia 
as well. There are even Australian rappers 
and an Aussie version of Justin Bieber now. 

The main difference Annalise has no- 
ticed is the language in America. 

She laughed as she explained the differ- 
ence between simple words that most Amer- 


ican’s wouldn’t even think twice about, and 
their Australian counterparts. 

Annalise was surprised to hear students 
at Mansfield say “cantaloup”, because in 
Australia it’s called a “rock melon”. Sweat- 
pants are called trackies, flip flops are called 
thongs, sweaters are called jumpers, and 
cotton candy is called fairy floss; to name a 
few.

My carnivore to vegetarian experiment has 
ended as of last week. 

For the past month, I’ve gone from eat- 
ing meat at least four times a week to noth- 
ing, in addition to cutting milk from my diet 
completely.

What I do know that the healthfulness of 
any eating plan depends on the foods that are 
consumed. 

If groups of foods are omitted, it's im- 
portant to understand how to replace the vital 
nutrients that go with them. 

Nature offers an enormous variety of 
fruits, vegetables, grains, legumes, nuts, and 
seeds. Plant foods are abundant in nutrients 
-- they have some or all of the following: vi- 
tamins, minerals, protein, carbohydrate, fat, 
and water. 

If they are found in nature, we obviously 
need them. 

I ate at least two bowls of veggies a day 
and tried to eat a lot of fruit. Fruit is very hard 
to find here at Mansfield University, which 
is not very vegetarian or health friendly, but 
that’s a whole other issue. 

A well-planned vegetarian eating plan 
can provide all of the nutrients needed. 

Everyone requires protein, comprised of 
amino acids, to maintain and repair muscle 
tissue, and manufacture blood cells, antibod- 
ies, hormones, enzymes, and all types of body 
structures. 

Protein also helps children and adoles- 
cents to grow. Nine amino acids are termed 


"essential" because they must be obtained 
from food (as our bodies do not make enough 
or at all). 

If a food doesn't have all of these, it is 
an “incomplete” protein. All plant foods are 
incomplete, except for soy. 

The good news is that some foods are 
missing the amino acids found in others. We 
call these complementary proteins. 

This was my biggest issue. 

I drank some soy milk, but it was not 
enough protein, and like I said, I need it. Two 
weeks into the challenge, my body felt weak 
and I just wanted to sleep. I worked out less 
because I was not feeling it, and felt shaky and 
tired. 

On the plus side, I have noticed that no 
milk = no stomachaches. I don’t think I'll be 
drinking cows milk that much anymore. I 
had almond milk with cereal and I drank va- 
nilla or chocolate soy milk which I could only 
drink in small increments, but hey, that’s all 
you need. 

The negative aspects of vegetarianism are 
the possible deficiencies that may develop if a 
balanced eating plan is not consumed. 

If dairy, meat, fish, and poultry are ex- 
cluded, one may become deficient in vitamin 
B12(important for nerve transmission and 
necessary for life), calcium (for strong bones, 
among other functions), iron (for blood), and 
zinc (for immunity and healing), just to name 
a few. 

As a result, it is what is included, rather 


than excluded, in our diets that counts. For 
example, there are vegetarians who subsist on 
bagels and pasta alone (the white diet); or who 
cut out all meat but eat cookies and candy. 
These are not balanced eating plans, to say the 
least. 

I experienced this problem, but I’m go- 
ing to write that off as me being a newbie. I 
think being a vegetarian is entirely possible, 
but not if you're doing it to lose weight, then 
youre just being dumb. 

I do not think that we need to consume 
meat every day, but I do think that we as hu- 
mans need and crave meat. 

When cavemen walked the earth, they 
craved meat, sweet fruit and nuts. It is what 
fuels our bodies. 

I do not regret doing this challenge be- 
cause I have gained a lot more knowledge 
about my body and health and nutrition, and 
I also feel that I have broken the “vegetarian 
equals weight loss” myth. 

I am going to continue having soy or al- 
mond milk with my cereal and will definitely 
drink cow’s milk a lot less and I will probably 


-eat meat a lot less too. 


Veggie burgers and nuggets are actually 
very delicious and low in calories. I suggest 
them to everyone as a late night snack if noth- 
ing else. 

While it does cost you a little bit extra to 
see that you are eating healthy, it is definitely 
worth it in my opinion.

Obama’ presidential campaign 
taught the nation the political force 
behind student voters and we sit now on 
the makings of a social movement toward 
better education and social systems that 
support the needs of society. The society, 
given the typical age of college students, 
that we'll be living for a long time to 
come. 

We cannot afford to let far away

reasonable expectations of a first-world 
country. 

Just as we cannot afford to have the 
cost of our tuition go up $2,000 while 
the quality of our education is compro- 
mised with larger classes and less per- 
student resources between fewer profes- 
sors on fewer campuses. 

At least Governor Corbett is realistic, 
ridiculous, but realistic. He funds com- 
munity colleges and prisons to support 
the direction he is taking Pennsylvania. 

Corbett, if you want to fix the “bro- 
ken” education system, you don’t do that 
by crippling it. You can’t call on PASSHE 
to accept sacrifice while it is still bleeding 
from funding shortfalls. 

A 50 percent cut isn’t fixing the sys-

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Jeter to purchase Red Sox Nation

Long time New York Yankees shortstop, 
Derek Jeter is nearing completion of a deal 
that would make him principle owner of 
the Boston Red Sox. 

The-unlikely partnership is one that 
has been in the works for sometime, ac- 
cording to an unnamed source inside the 
Red Sox organization. 

“Derek has just recently gone public 
with his desire to one day own a Major 
League ball club, but this is something 
that both parties have been interested in 
for quite a while.” 

For Jeter, the choice was simple. 

“It’s no secret that I have always as- 
pired to one day own and operate a Ma- 
jor League franchise,” Jeter told reporters 
Wednesday afternoon. “And I still intend 
to do that someday. My agent and I have 
been in the market for a while now for a 
team that would be a nice stepping stone, 
and this particular scenario made the most 
sense for me. 

“We wanted a situation where I could 
have a pressure-free experience that would 
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allow me to become familiar with the ins 
and outs of ownership, without the pres- 
sure to win.” 

The Jeter camp considered alternative 
options, but finally settled on a city and 
sports market that wasn’t accustomed to 
winning, and therefore would not expect a 
sudden and immediate turn-around of the 
team’s production. 

The face of the Yankee’s franchise, 
Jeter quickly put to rest any concerns that 
he might retire from pinstripes upon com- 
pletion of his current contract at the end 
of the 2010 season. 

“Tm a Yankee,” Jeter said. “I was born 
in New Jersey, but I grew up in the Bronx. 
It’s in my blood. 

“People ask me, ‘Isn't it going to be 
strange taking the field against a rival 
team that you happen to be the owner 
of?’ For me it just makes it more fun. I 
mean, no one expects the Red Sox to step 
on the field in New York and be able to 
compete at that level, and I don’t expect 
them to do that. I’ll be honest, the fans 
in Boston don’t want a competitive club. 
That’s not what they're all about. These 
fans are about sitting on top of an old 
green wall, they’re about singing ‘Sweet 
Caroline at the top of their lungs and off 
key, and they're about getting so close to 
winning that they can taste it before hav- 
ing their dreams smashed to pieces at the 
last moment.. I guess it’s kinda sad when 
you think about it.” 

It’s likely that the response from the 
Red Sox faithful will be mixed at best, un- 
willing to accept a long-time Yankee icon 
as their master. 

“That's another thing, everybody al- 
ways goes around talking about this heated 
‘rivalry’ and I just don’t see it,” Jeter said. 
“What do they have, seven titles? I guess if 
they win every year for the next couple of 
decades the Yanks might have something 
to worry about.” 

The deal is expected to be finalized 
sometime before the July trade deadline 
and is expected to be worth close to $2.5 
million. The Red Sox also reported anoth- 
er offer in the ballpark of $3 million by 
an undisclosed third party, But Jeter was 


thought to be a better fit for the organiza- 
tion because he was willing to pay lump 
sum, rather than spreading payments out 
over the next five years. 

Jeter’s first order of business once tak- 
ing over responsibilities for the organiza-

This 
documentary sheds light on the horrific 
events that occur,” Lindsey Andrus, 
sophomore, said. 

Not My Life is the first documentary 
film to illustrate modern day human 
trafficking and slavery. According to 
the documentary, it is a multi-billion 
dollar global industry. Trafficking and 
slavery affects millions of people all 
over the world. However, Not My Life 
emphasized that most of the victims are 
children. 

This documentary was filmed 
in five continents, including North 
America, over a four-year period. The 
film provided unforgettable and horrific 
scenes, including forced labor in Africa 
and children street begging and garbage 
picking in India. Also, it presents 
inspiring testimonies from survivors, 
including a young, teenage girl from 
Oklahoma who was kidnapped and 
forced into the sex trade. Not My Life 
reveals trafficking, exploitation, and 
slavery all over the world. 

“What shocked me the most was 
the lack of law enforcement,” Jesse 
Jones, a senior, said. 

“The truth is scary, and we all need 
to be aware of the issue and how wide- 
spread ir really is. It is amazing that 
we call ourselves human with what we 
allow right under our noses,” Heinser 
said. 


“The documentary had a 
significant impact on me. Not only did 
it inform me of atrocities that occur 
all over the world, but it also made me 
realize how lucky I am,” Carly Wood, 
sophomore, said. 

“T thought it was really informative 
and necessary for people to see because 
it’s not part of just one culture,” Alex 
Hoenig, junior, said. Hoenig stated 
that all students at Mansfield should 
see it, because Mansfield is a liberal arts 
school and we study what goes on in 
other cultures. 

Mansfield University Art and 
Design Guild is open for all students. 
Art and Design Guild students are 
involved in projects, activities, and 
discuss information within the ever- 
evolving role of design. 

“Through our goal __ linking 
students to social, political, cultural, 
and creative issues, we aspire to build 
awareness of the relationships of art 
and design within the community and 
the world around us,” Heinser said. 

An example of a project that 
Mansfield University Art and Design 
Guild did to help the community in an 
artistic way, they painted the windows 
at Pump-N-Pantry to help them raise 
$10,000 for local needy families. Art 
and Design Guild meetings are held 
every Thursday at noon in Allen Hall 
room 123.

Mansfield University students are expressing 
their feelings and emotions about the dis- 
missal of former Psychology professor, Kristin 
Haase, and have created a petition form for 
signatures to keep her on Mansfield staff. 

“T sent out one email to my current stu- 
dents telling them that I would not be here 
next year so if they wanted to take Human 
Sexuality they would have to sign up for it 
during the summer,” Haase said. “I had no 
idea that email would generate such a reac- 
tion.” 

There are 2 issues leading to her depar- 
ture. “The first has to do with the potential 
budger cuts (to my knowledge a final decision 
about the budget has not been made). The 


Mansfield University administration is deal- 


ing with a lot of tenuous situations. Requests 
were made of the different departments to 
make choices about future classes. The psy- 
chology department resolved to only offer re- 
quired classes,” Haase said. 

“Since Human Sexuality and Death & 
Dying are not required classes they decided 
not to offer them and since those are the 
classes that I teach I was not offered a contract 
for the next academic year. The second issue 
has to do with temporary faculty working full 
time for more than 4 years (I am now nearing 
the conclusion of my 4th year). Beyond:that, 
Dr. Murray, the chair of my department, has 
told me that he is more than happy to meet 
with anyone who has questions to which they 
want answers,” Haase said. 

“J didn’t even know any of this was going 
on until a student emailed me and told me 
to check out a Facebook page,” Haase said. 
“There I was, a ‘cause.’ I’m overwhelmed. I am 
so proud of these students. It’s not because I 


am their cause but that they found one. They 
are thinking critically, self-motivating, and 
coming together as a cohesive group. They 
have organized, planned, found their voices 
and are standing up for what they believe to 
be right. I am entirely impressed by them. The 
fact that my situation was the trigger for their 
motivation is almost beyond words.” 

Haase has been teaching at Mansfield 
University for four years. This semester, she 
is currently teaching the classes Human Sexu- 
ality, Research Methods 1, Death and Dying 
and General Psychology. 

In the previous semesters, she has taught 
classes known as Sensation and Perception, 
Research Methods 2, Small Group Processes, 


Career Planning, and Psychological Disor-» 


ders. 

Haase has also raught classes in the past 
at Colorado State, which included a percep- 
tion lab and research methods. She was also 
a lab assistant teaching physiology at Brown 
University. 

“After I left Brown, I taught Physiological 
Psychology at Worchester State College for a 
semester,” Haase said. “I then taught for two 
years at Kutztown University after which I 
was offered the job at Mansfield University.” 

Haase had gotten her Bachelor's degree 
from Bloomsburg University with a dual 
major in Psychology and Art History and re- 
ceived a Master's degree from Colorado State 
University in Psychology with concentration 
in Behavioral Neuroscience and specialization 
in Sensation and Perception. 

She then transferred to Brown University 
and received a Master's degree in Psychology 
with concentration in Visual Science studying 
visual pigment and macular degeneration. 

“She keeps her classes entertaining and 
extremely fun,” Mansfield student Max Schaar 
said.

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The Wheels Keep Turning: One Student’s Uphill Battle To Achieve His Dreams

Jay Gordon cruises to class, the wind tousling 
his dark blond hair, the sun glistening off the 
chrome rims of his... wheelchair. 

Jay has a condition called HSP, or Hered- 
itary Spastic Paraplegic. This condition which 
is a genetic mutation causes a change in a spe- 
cific chromosome, which makes the brain sig- 
nals going to his legs to go haywire. Though 
he still has the ability to walk, Jay sometimes 
finds it more beneficial to use a wheelchair to 
get around. 

But don't let that fool you. Jay is still ca- 
pable of doing everything from driving a car 
to playing ultimate frisbee. He played pee-wee 
football when he was younger and has danced 
the night away with his fiance Jessica. He also 
has a passion for riding four-wheelers. 

His wheelchair is no ordinary wheelchair 
either. Jay has what is called an extender, 
which amplifies the amount of effort put into 
pushing the wheelchair through the use of a 
motor. 

While HSP doesn’t hinder Jay's ability 
to drive a vehicle, his 1985 El Camino has 
been modified just in case. A hand brake was 
installed as a precautionary measure. It is a 
simple matter of pushing the hand brake in 
to stop, or pull the lever down to give the car 
gas. 

“Tr’s sometimes hard to get around,” Jay 
said. “I drove my car to class the entire first 
week.” Of all the places to go then, why in the 
world did he choose a campus on a hill? 

The simple reason is that Jay came to

Mansfield to be with Jess. 

“Jess is really supportive of me, though 
sometimes she forgets that I need a little more 
space to walk than other people,” Jay said. 

Introduced by a mutual friend in 2008, 
Jay and Jess have been dating for almost two 
years, and Jess’s constant support has been 
a comfort. Despite being accepted at Johns 
Hopkins and Penn State to take part in their 
medical programs, Jay decided to come to 
Mansfield to be with Jess. 


While Jess sometimes finds Jay's condi- 
tion difficult to deal with, she tries to stay 
strong and support Jay in everything. “He is 
my best friend. I look forward to being the 
one he can always count on,” Jess said. “I am 
always hoping for the best when the doctors 
try to find another cure.” Jay is more suscepti- 
ble to colds and flus than other people, so she 
worries about him often. “I go to all of Jay's 
doctors appointments with him,” Jess said. 

Jay decided early in life that he wanted 


to become a doctor, and with ten to fifteen 
doctors appointments per year, Jay would 
be no stranger to hospital life. He enrolled 
at Mansfield as a Biology major with an em- 
phasis in Cellular and Molecular Biology. He 
was very adamant that becoming a doctor was 
what he wanted to do, and he wasn't going 
to let anything, not even’a silly little chromo- 
some stop him. _ 

“I want to go into pediatrics,” Jay said. 
Good with kids to begin with, Jay believes 
that he will be able to make the most differ- 
ence as a pediatrician. Jay hopes that he will be 
able to help children with disabilities because 
he can relate to them. “I want them to realize 
they can do anything,” Jay said. He feels that 
having gone through so much from such an 
early age would benefit him as a Pediatrician 
because he would be able to understand his 
patients on a personal level. 

Dr. Robert Maris, a professor in the Biol- 
ogy department and Jay's advisor, speaks high- 
ly of Jay and his abilities. “Jay is bright and 
inquisitive.

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COF plans to penalize WNTE over $20,000

The campus radio station, WNTE 
89.5 The Giant, is receiving 
penalties on the budget request for 
the 2011-12 fiscal year. 

WNTE is having just under 
83 percent cut from their allocation 
request, which reduces their request 
by $20,404.68. 

The radio station is being 
penalized for missing the deadline 
to submit budgets, which levies a 
10 percent penalty for every day the 
budget is late, and for missing the 
scheduled Committee on Finance 
(COF) meeting. 

Kristopher Dumschat, who is 


the COF chair and treasurer to the 
Student Government Association, 
said that missing the COF budget 
appointment. would normally 
exclude. the organization from 
receiving funding. 

“Because 1 was contacted by 
the organization, the committee 
decided to review the budget but 
with a 50 percent overall budget 
penalty on top of the 10 percent 
penalty already tacked on,” 
Dumschat said. 

“Any other cuts that WNTE 
received on their budget were for 
items that during the presentation 
the presenters couldnt — give 
specific details on why that item, 
trip, program would benefit the 


University and student body. All of 
those items were reviewed on a line- 
by-line basis,” Dumschat said. . 

The effects student government 
cuts will have on WNTE'’s ability 
to operate next semester are 
unclear; however, the station could 
receive fines from the Federal 
Communications Commission 
(FCC) if it is unable to operate 
due to equipment failures or other 
anticipated or preventable service 
interruptions. 

The FCC has previously fined 
WNTE, but since the station's 
license is owned by Mansfield 
University and operated as a student 
group, liability for providing 
WNTE with the funds to pay 


the fines has yet to be definitively 
determined. 

The newly elected General 
Manager for WNTE, Kenneth Ertel 
who is succeeding Austin Slater, is 
inheriting problems the previous 
Executive Board left by not meeting 
COF deadlines. 

Ertel promises to carrying the 
responsibility and burden of an 
underfunded radio station while 
continuing to serve the community. 

Finalized budgets will be 
released to organizations before 
the end of the semester. Because 
of decreased enrollment for the 
next school year, all organizations 
have had their budgets cut by 7.7

Mansfield cut the lead to 4-2 in the 
fourth and then loaded the bases in 


the fifth inning, but Bloomsburg 
escaped out of the jam to end the 
Mounties’ best threat of the game. 
Bloomsburg then tacked on two 
more runs to increase their lead to 
6-4 after six innings and ended the 
game by striking out the final batter 
with two runners on to sweep the 
Mounties on their home field. 
After taking the weekend off for the 
holiday, the teams then traveled to 
Bloomsburg for another double- 
header on Monday. 

The Mansfield bats came alive in 
the opener, as Ernie Ruch belted 
a pinch-hit grand slam to give 
Mansfield a 9-4 lead for good, in a 
11-4 win. 

The second game didn’t go quite as 
well for Mansfield as Bloomsburg 
scored seven runs on six hits in the 
first two innings. That would be all 
the run support Bloomsburg would 
need as they managed a split, win- 
ning 7-2. 

An RBI single by Kevin Mill- 
er and a solo home run by Levi 
Weiskopff were all the runs that 
Mansfield could muster in the los- 
ing effort. 

With the three losses against 
Bloomsburg, Mansfield falls to 17- 
14 overall with a 6-10 PSAC East- 
ern division record. 
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Mansfield’s home run queen leaves big vacancy

One of the greatest competitors in 
the history of Mansfield Univer- 
sity Softball will be parting ways 
with the program after graduating 
this spring. 

Nicole Yost brought record 
breaking power to the Mountaineer 
lineup when she first arrived four 
seasons ago, setting a school record 
for home runs as a junior, while on 
her way to 23 career round-trippers. 
Yost drove in 78 Mansfield runs 
during her career, 50 of which came 
in her power laden sophomore and 
junior seasons when she belted a 
combined 16 home runs. 

A Jersey Shore native, Yost saw 
Mansfield as the best fit. “When 
I went to visit Mansfield I fell in 
love,” Yost said. “It was such a beau- 
tiful campus and Coach [Gallagher] 
was just great. It also helped that I 
only lived an hour away.” 

Yost began playing slow-pitch 
softball at the age of 9, getting her 


first taste of fast-pitch three years 
later. “I was on a little league all-star 
team and we went all the way to the 
World Series in Kirkland, Washing- 
ton. One of the best summers of my 
life, especially since it was my first 
year playing fast-pitch,” Yost said. 

Yost’s father encouraged both 
of his daughters to play fast-pitch 
softball in hopes that the hard work 
might pay off in the form of a col- 
legiate scholarship. Things worked 
out well for the hard-hitting out- 
fielder, but Mansfield’s softball pro- 
gram has probably benefitted most. 
Yost played in 123 games for the 
Mountaineers, finishing her career 
with a .332 batting average. In an 
attempt to stay out of the slugger’s 
wheelhouse, opposing pitchers is- 
sued 53 free passes. What Yost is 
most proud of however, was Mans- 
field’s historical play-off run during 
her sophomore season. 

“I am proud of my home run 
record,” Yost said. “But it didn’t 
matter to me if we weren't win-

ning. The girls that I have met on 
my team will always be my best 
friends. We have been through so 
much together and have become 
so close that they will always be a 
part of my life. My coaches have 
been great, and I’m really going to 
miss them. They have taught me so 
much in my four years here, and I 
am so sad to leave. Thank God for 
friends and all the pictures we have 
taken together.” 

Yost believes that the key to the 
program's future success is continu- 
ous hard work, in order to capital- 
ize on the team’s undeniable talent. 
“Melissa [Baer], Janelle [Antes] and 
I have put so much of our time and 
effort into this program that we 
know that the underclassmen will 
keep up the hard work. We all know 
that we have the talent to be one of 
the best teams in the conference; we 
just have to bring it all together and 
show them. I know that it will hap- 
pen, it just takes time.”
